All tho i^Toati^t and boat dniliim 
are nioriiini;. Tho 'riinos — tho yrDiitoat 
and boat of all nowspapurs — and tho Tolo 
graph, with tho Ur){ost circulation in the 
world, are printed in the mnrnin<;. Cross- 
ing tho Atlantic, tho Now York Horald, 
tho Sun, l.ho Work], the 'I'inioa, and 
many iiih(3ry, 'U'o ni'M-nin^' jiapuni willi 
onnrniDUS L'irciik*tioiiH, whilii in that jj;riiat 
city there aro only throo ovonint; papma 
of small circulation, none of whom have 
intiuouco. Tho Toronto tflobu and Mail

COinbilt.ed. An uvoning paper :is a paper 
for a few minutes —at most an hour. It 
may reliovo the tedium of an ^thorwiso 
dull Slipper table; but it is eelduni more 
thiin Bcaimod. A morning papor ia a 
papor for all day. After a niyht'a rest it 
ia tlio muat acceptable liuuseliold visitor. 
It ia partly read before, during and after 
broakfa.st; during tho d.*y it is often 
referred to, and the news it contains 
fnrniB tho chitjf topic of coiivoraation in 
domestic and busineaa circles. Wo clial- 
lenije our contemporary to produce aa an 
Q.'oiiiiple a singlo seaport town whore an 
evening takes tho lead of a morning 
papur. 

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Tho Oregon legialatiiro haa pasaud an 
act providing for the punialiinciit of 
fir»lUK)tna1Btf"Si'' reacfi'ali'casoBof 'tiii'a 
kind. It provides that whoever over- 
drives, (jvur-loads, over wiirkj, torturea, 
depriviirt of noce.-iHary suatenanco, cruelly 
bents or cruelly kills any animal, either 
as owner or otherwise, iiiiliuts cruelty, 
shall be punished by imprisonment and a 
Gno, not to exceed .?100. Every owner, 
pussosscir or person having tho chai i,'e or 
custody of any animal, who cruelly drives 
or works tho saino wlioii unlit for labor, 
or cruelly .ibaiiduna the aaina, or who 
carries tho same, orcauaea tho aaiiie to ho 
carried in or uiion any vehicle or other- 
wise, in a cruel, inliumaii manner, or 
knowingly or wilfully authorizea or [ler - 
nuts tho name to bo aiilijected to turliiro, 
Biiltering or onielty of any kind, aliall ho 
puiiiahed for eaeh ;uid oveiy otl'onae in 
the in.innei- proviilud in .section (1) one. 
No per-ioM nor eonipany which carries or 
trauHpoiia horses, cattlo, sheep or hogs 
shall oonline, or permit such anim.ila tu 
bu contined in or upon any boat, barge, 
railroad car, or other voliicle of lraMa|jfpr- 
talioii, for a Ioniser iiuriml llian tvventy- 
oi^ht conaixulivu hourB willmnt unluad- 
nig tho same for re.sl, for a period of at 
least live uonsecu.tivo hours, unless pre- 
vontod f.Toni go doing by storm or acoi- 
dontal cauaos. In oittiiuating such boii- 
fiiKimont, tlie time during which tho aaid 
aniniala have bocu eonlined wilh(jut aueli 
rest upori cunnecting boats, barges, c.irs 
or vohiclua of transportation from which 
thuy aro received, shall bo included —it 
being the hitunt of this act to pruhilut 
their continuous ounAnomeiit beyond the 
period of twonty-oight hours, e.\copt upon 
colli ingoneioa lieroinhefoio .■rf.iled. .'\iii 
niila HO iiiiliiadi'd hIkiU lie jirnporly fed 
and wateroil during sueh rest hy the 
owiior or owiicrn or perHoii or imraona in 
whoHo cu.atody they ari>, or in caso of his 
or their default in so doing, then by the 
party or compiiny whioh transports tho 
Haiiui at the oxponso of said owner or 
ownora, and haid party or company shall 
in Buch e.ase have a lien upon such ani - 
mala for food, caro and ciintody so fur- 
niiihed, and nhall nut be lialilo for any de- 
tention of Hindi aiiiioal.H aa .-in thorizeil by 
this act. We are remiiiilod by tho pii.aaage 
of the above act that there is no law on 
thi) Jiritish G<ilumbia statute book to pro- 
viild for tho [luniKhmont of persona who 
neglect or ill.iHt) diiiob animal.i. 'J'ho city 
Corporation ahould t.iko a look at tho 
niarketa aoiae day and see how fowls are- 
coinieil iij) aud frequently left for many 
hours without water.

CANOEING IN AI^SKA. 

A Doctor's Adventurous Voyuge 
on tlie Upper V»Ko». 

Captaiu Carroll of the stoanur Id dio Ins 
received thi' following intoi c ^l!'.i.:; lel;. r 
fritm Dr. Everett, relating his a 1 . i .tiir^-.i 
on 11 canoe voyage 7i">0 miles up the Upper 
Yukon to Port Uelionco, Alaska, whence 
tho letter ia dated: 

"I loft Chilcat Juno 13th uud arrived 
itl the head of the otujue iiavigntluli of tiio 
Ufipur Yukon on the 18th. Here I built 
a irtfi, very close to where Sohwatka built 
his, I floated down to tho firal p..rlage 
and procuiud logs, which J whipaiiwed 
into boards and madu a boat, starting 
:igain June 3Uth, accmnpunieJ by a minor 
from Killianoo nuiuod Hess. Wo do- 
SBonded the chain of lakes in safuty and 
arrived at tho oaiion July 7th, whore we 
made another portage of two miles. Hoaa 
dropped thu boat through tho oafion and 
I began packing. 

"Wo loaded up at tho mouth, passed 
tho Five Rapids in safety, and I waa jnat 
congratulating myself on our success in 
running tho rapida, when I haard tho 
roaring of waters below nie and tried to 
pull for thu shore, but it waa of no use, 
thociirront was too atroiig to pull against. 
( Ill we went sidewaya right into tho midst 
of the worst rapida on tho entire river. 
One more wave and, my dour caiitain, I 
would probably be feeding thu lislios in- 
stead uf writing lott».'r3i Well, tho boat 
(illod to within threo inchoa <if her rail ,it 
till? ateni, and as I waa ailting there at 
llie tiiiie, you can imagine in what acon- 
dili'Mi 1 Was.

A iiresenl arrived from the governor of 
Now WostmiiiHter coiisi.sliiig of four coal- 
oil caiM lilloil with a jolly likii aubaianeo. 
It was iiiaihi out id' oily and oleaginous 
sheets of a defunct mainland paper, and 
is said to he vory niitriti.ms. 

Tlio iiiBpouter of juuks reported live 
more vessels stuck fnst in tho iniid, 'Phis 
iiowa seoined to givn lively satl.sfaclio'i, 
and the erewa wore ordered to iminediatly 
proceed to lish for eels, dead cits, mid 
dogs, and dtdiver the aaiiie to the govern- 
nient head cook.

Tho inspector of schools had raflior a 
sinecure. Ilia chief duly was to walk 
through the atreela every day with the 
Cliinesu ii![ihabet depicted in hirgu ciiarac- 
ters on the cloihea he -.vore. Wo afler- 
wards.iaw this fiinctionary promenading 
thu tlioroughfai-ea wilh all the 211 lettoru 
blazoned on his person, and surrounded 
by a crowd of little boys shouting out 
their hissona, closely followed up by thoir 
riiapnclivu parent.^ bearing slim canos with 
which suniniary oha.itisoiiient was iiillicted 
on the carelosa or idle ones. 

Thu inspector of fireworks reported 
thnt a new mode of applying criichora 
and squibs, to the gnrinciita of '.vhile men 
had been diaeovored.

Ho rocoin- 
inandod some now diversion for the 
"finny uns." The cdnef eunuch ef the 
royal liiirein here entered brcitlilc^.s and 
agitated, and hia news throw tho whole 
coniiimnit.y into a alatu of e..\eileiiii-ni. it 
aeemod that his oxeollency a favorite wife 
had, after devouring two roast sucking 
piga, a mat of rice, two pounds of butter 
made from sowago mud, and throe chick- 
ens, madly br. d;eii into the rojal 
pantry, .'iiid w.-ia lhe.ro found with her 
head iiuriod in :i half emptied sugar 
barrel, speeclilo.ia and yreatiy inll.itod 
Tho court pliyaiciiin proacriboii an.^pension 
by tho heels until nature ro'aumed hor 
sway. 

After tho coiifusiou atlnndaut on thia 
incident had fuibaidod, his excelleiiey, 
tlirougli the inlei'iiretiM-, iiifornied us tiiiit 
there existed in tho town aovoral stores 
tilled with biittlos containing niysterioiia 
liijuids which tlm whilu men had been ac- 
ouatomed to drink. These luajjaainua Jiad 



all boon looked up, and guarded, but hia 
highuosB did ua the honor to suggest that 
ho Would liko us to explain to him tho 
various qualities and uaSs of tho linuora 
in question.

It would bo iiupoaaible to describe 
ategorically all tho curious objects con- 
tained tlietein, and the reader must be 
content with a few only. Wo noticed the 
iWcs (if two uld city newspapers evi.leiilly 
preaurvod on account of the numerous and 
ittractivo woodcuts accompanying thu 
advortiaonionts. A small bottle was 
shown us which our guide said had ac- 
cordiiijr to a popular supuratition, once 
contained a romarkablo fluid having the 
property of mending broken chairs and 
tables, paying olf mortgages, raising the 
dead, developing old li.iy into fresh milk, 
etc. A torn label on tho boltlo had thu 
words "St. Jacob's oil" printed in Eng- 
lish. 

In one corner stood a stuU'ed human 
figure nf rettiarkablo appearance j the guide 
inforiTiod OS that it was tho new extinct 
apecios of animal called in the white man's 
toiiguo a "Dude." Two faded pliotogiMphs 
tnrnud „ut to be the last of a race of 
feuialo Aiuazoiia who gave loci un a and 
leiuaiidi.d their "rights. ' Tiie world has 
not yet boon oiilightoued as to tho origin 
or moaning of this lorm. Wu tow sovaral 
skulls of aniaziiig thickness. One waa of 
leader of uppoaition, who never got out 

f opp,,..,iiion. Another was of a Inwn 
councillor w-ilh a dent on the top caused 
by bis alw'.'iys ruiinin.; his he.i.l against un- 

oraeoii ubslaclea. Another was of a 

farmer, fwo could uot catch tho name). 
I'ho thickest skull balojigud In a politician 
who hiij aooutod the idea of Ihe Chinese 
ever ovorriiniiiiig the country, Inabot 
tie id 3|iirits wl' were shown the hugely 

evelopi.d muaclua of the logs of a con- 
tractor who left tho country at aucli a 
liace that ho had not time to pay Ins 

iborers. There woro spocimona of iiutlier 
clothing unco sold at cheap clothing 
stores, with 8am[)lo3 how they 
Wore after one, two, and threo 
bays' udii. 'I'ho remnant left on the 
fourth (hiy Was so extremely small that it 
waa transferred to the obaorvalory, whore 
it may bu seen with the aid of a micro 
scope. Several pairs of spectacles wore 
on exhibit belonging to moribund whiles, 
who hud clearly discerned throu-gh thorn 
tho faiili.i of other people, entirely l.ising 
sight of their own. An empty ceineiil. 
barrel tustilicd to a signal hnaneial 
Iriunipli iimde by a long gone logishitiiro. 
Several rolw-ay coiiUacts wore also on 
vie'.v, and aen.aa them was wrilleii in 
l^liinesn ''Our aalvalion." While alill 
lingering among these relics of the past 
wo Wer,, aummoned to aecompaiiy IPs 
K.vci'llency to inveslig.ilo the bitliorto 
sealed up liipior eslablishnienla of tin. 
w liile mail. We joined a small iir..cei, 
sioii ill fr./ut of which two old sleaui lire 
engines cleared away the crowd by play 
ing boiling water on them. One of these 
soon bmsti and a piece of boiler iron took 
olf the head of the chief barber. His 
Excellency iipologiaed for tina nnseeiuly 
iiil i'rrii|,tion, and tint iiii his umbrella. 
.'\t every street corner white inon were 
workiii|r huge Wollows to aupply a curnmt 
of air fur thu kite Hying- 'I'hia wo were 
given to luideratjuid was tho apprt>v4*l 
method of "raising tlio wil d " One 
biiddiiij/ we passod waa withoiil windows, 
and Uio walla were very thick, but we 
Could not help hearing dismal aliriidcs 
within. These were occasioned by the 
Chlneso ladies undergoing a hydraulic 
process nf foot sipii^c/.ing, although wo 
Wore a.ssiifod that llie op(U'.ilion was less 
painful tliftti that praclisod by tho white 
women in '.vi^ariiig tight ahoes wilh high 
heels. 'J'horo waa a 
being traiiaacled in 
where wlide babiea w.iro "booniing. 

Kvendially we roach. id a briek building, 
llio doors anil windows of which were 
closed and Rualod, It was not long beforo 
wo W'uro ftdiiiitted into a largo aud old- 
fiiBbioiied aalnoii. We immediately aet to 
Work ui„l inilialod Ida excidlency into the 
edifyiii^r gaiiio of "[loker dieo," and llii! 
gri.-ut iintiiibiriii al once got so prolieiout in 
the gaiiie that ho grew ii[n'ourioiisly mirtli- 
fnl and iii.sisted on our paying cash down 
for Wliiili, bullies at a liiue lo the (uiie of 
$10 a bottle. Tlie Ib'sl "eockbiir" mad.' 
the eyoa of hia oxcelieiicy water, but a 
"sloiie feiiee," aueceeded by the elegant 
"coriise reviver, " put ovi.'rylliing to rights 
again. Jf wo had stopped at Una iioint 
(loubll,.^;,^ iiu evil ell'ecta would have fol- 
lowed, Ijiil Ilia excellency had lost all hi;; 
habitual aulemiiity and aolt-coutrol, and 
lying with his head in a splttoou and his 
foot through a mirror, gave vent to a variety 
of exuberant faneies, ono of which was iiii 
insane desire to havi! our heads cut olV.
